POWERFUL MINORITIBS, 
The right of minorities to a representa- 
tion proportioned to their numbers in any 
political constituency used to be a common 
subject of discussion. It has apparently 
been given over on account of the difficulty 
of devising any practicable plan for giving 
effect to the alleged right.. But the aban- 
donment of the contention for representa- 
tion has in no way diminished the tendency 
to a display of minority forces, and it 
is. doubtful if representation would in- 
erease their actual power. The fact is 
that minorities are continually exerting a 
greatinfluence, and not unfrequently one 
that is destined to obtain control. Their 
power has always to be taken into account, 
and sometimes they exact concessions 
which are neither justified by their numeri- 
cal importance nor by the righteousness of 
theirdemands. Itis often the case that the 
minority rules, or rather that it decides 
who shall rule. When political power 
¢hanges hands, whether in a small or a 
large constituency, it is true in a general 
way that a preponderance of sentiment and 
conviction passes over from one side to the 
other. Common modes of expression would 
indicate that the entire majority of political 
units had gone bodily through a transforma- 
tion that changed its complexion and placed 
it on the opposite side of the line from that 
which it had previously occupied, whereas 
a minority, and perhaps a very small one, 
has alone shifted its position and turned the 
séale. It is, of course, the majority that 
carries an election, but it is often produced 
by the accession ofa contingent which was 
not to be counted on as a part of its main 
body, and can never be held under strict 
command. Soit happens, after all, that the 
minority was the deciding force. 

Assuming that men in their political ca- 
pacity will always be divided into two par- 
ties, defined by certain general principles 
and aims, and that in successive contests 
these will generally hold together and main- 
tain their ground, we must also take into 
account a variety of skirmishing forces 
which cannot be permanently attached to 
either. They leave the main body when- 
ever théy become dissatisfied with the ser- 
vice which they are called upon to perform, 
or distrust the objects of the campaign ; 
they go off upon forays of their own, in the 
hope of being followed and supported ; and 
they pass from one side to the other, 
in response to inducements which seem to 
promise advantages such as they are seek- 
ing. We are always having independent 
movements, or independent action, where 
there ‘is no combined or concerted move- 
ment. These restless and shifting elements, 
always in a minority and always on: the 
alert, serve a usefal purpose in politics. 
They prevent parties in power from settling 
down in too great confidence in their nu- 
merical strength and a toleration of abuses 
and neglect of duty from which they ean be 
roused only by\.the fear of losing control, 
and those out.of power from sinking into 
hopeless inactivity, This minority, that 
must be won or kept, in order to secure 
preponderance, is the vitalizing element 
in polities. So far as it is imbued 
with lofty purposes, it keeps parties on 
their good behavior, compels them 
to rectify mistakes and reform abuses, 
deters them from false steps, and serves as 
the chief motive power of political progress. 
It must be taken into account in framing 
platforms and naming candidates. It can- 
not be held by party allegiance, and it need 
not be numerous in order to make the dif- 
ference between success and defeat for the 
party that disregards its. demands.. The’ 
Abolitionists, before the war, were always 
in acompatatively small minority ; they sel- 
dom succeeded in obtaining any representa-

The figures of increase are close enough 
to suit the purpose of illustration for which 
the list is made up. -With some, obvious 
ex¢éeptions, the lst of stocks is destitute of 
auUstantial value ; the bonds, with scarcely 
an exception, areof the extreme ‘‘ fancy” 
kind. Of the whole lot, it might be said 
that ‘*the earth hath bubbles, as the water 
hath, and these are of them.” A man may 
give another ten dollars fora brickbat, on a 
more or less well-founded guess that he can 
sellit toa third man for twélye, who ex- 
pects to get it off his hands at fourteen ; 
a thing may be “ worth” what it will bring, 
and the transaction may be shrewd ‘and 
profitable between the parties, but 
the matter of value is another thing, 
That a stock which has never paid 
@ dividend, or has been for years in the 
mire, and has no reasonable prospect of 
ever paying one, has any price beyond such 
a@nominal one as long attached to Boston, 
Hartford, and Erie, for example, must de- 
pend upon the flimsiest of reasons; An es- 
timate has recently been made that the 
apparent rise in the securities on the Ex- 
change list, chiefly in decayed railroads, is 
$447,000,000 during the past year, and if 
the calculation could include all securities 
for’ which prices are procurable on the 
Street, thefigure might perhaps be doubled ; 
yet, even as to the more moderate increase 
of $138,000,000, apparent above, we leave 
the reality of it tothe faith of those who 
believe the quantity of real estate in 
this State could be increased 60 
per cent. by simply mortgaging it 
for one-half of its nominal value. 
A short time ago the stock of one road in 
process of reorganization sold at 834, but 
all there is in the stock is the fact that

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The war which England is now carrying 
on in Afghanistan, ostensibly to avenge the 
slaughter at Kabul, is the result of mis- 
placed confidence. It will undoubtedly re- 
sult in the occupation of Yakoos’s capital 
and that of his brother Ayoos, and the es- 
tablishment of the British power at both 
Kabul and Herat. There may be a com- 
plete annexation of the dominions of both 
| the Khans, which would give a new bul- 
wark to the Indian Empire; but the Eng- 
lish Government will never have an end of 
its troubles in Central Asia until it dis- 
cards its confiding disposition-in deal- 
ing with those who have no. compre- 
hension of the meaning of national honor, 
and are consequently bound by treaty com- 
pacts only so long as they find it consistent 
with their main purposes, Tho treaty of 
Gandamak was relied upon to put an end to 
troubles with Afghanistan, but it went to 
pieces at the first strain. It was never 
worth anything unless backed by force. 
A dozen Zulu chiefs have entered into a 
bargain with the British authorities in 
South Africa, which will hold together un- 
der compulsion, and not otherwise. Eng- 
land has made agreements with Egypt and 
with Turkey from time to time, based on 
the unfounded assumption that national 


Nothing but force or pecuniary advantage 
ever secures their execution, and troubles 
are left as settled only to come up again on 
the first pretext. Russia never reckons on 
the binding foree of such agreements, and 
enters into them only to gain some pres¢ht 
object. This gives her the same advantage 
in dealing with England which a crafty and 
unscrupulous person has in his transactious 
with a man who means to act according to 
principles of honor, and considers a bargain 
as something to abide by. 

It is doubtful whether there will be any 
final settlement of the British and Russian 
pretensions in Central Asia without a tre- 
mendons trial of strength, which shall re- 
sult in the wiping out of all neutral.zones 
and the establishment of a frontier, to be 
heldby the permanent grasp of military pow- 
er.. Russia not only understands the craft 
and dissimulation of Oriental rulers, and acts 
upon her knowledge in dealing with them, 
but she makes their methods to a large ex- 
tent her own in dealing with the Western 
powers. Whatever her professions may be 
when questioned or remonstrated with, she 
has cherished an unwavering purpose for a 
century to extend her dominion to India, If 
she.has ever given up the once-avowed in- 
tention of driving the English out of their 
great Asiatic Empire, she has not aban- 
doned her purpose of grasping all she can 
get of the intermediate territory, and noth- 
ing but the manifest impossibility of the 
task has or will put an end to the original 
aim. Her acts and the official statements 
intended for home use speak louder than 
diplomatic professions, and there is an un- 
broken succession of events and of decla- 
rations that show the unvarying end that 
Russia keeps in view. : 

To go no further back than the time, of 
the Emperor Pav, we find that ruler in 
1799 planning a scheme for the invasion of 
India with the co-operation of NaPpo.zon, 
the purpose of which was to ‘‘liberate that 
rich and beantiful country the Eng- 
lish yoke and open new roads to England’s 
commercial rivals.” This project was elabor- 
ately planned by the Czar, but the breaking 
off of the French alliance put an end to it. 
The object, however, was not given up, and 
in 1801 the expedition under Gen. OnLoFF 
was sent out witha large force, under minute 
instructions. He was to advance to Khiva, 
and there planan invasion of India, the object 
of which was declared to be to destroy the 
English commercial establishments, “ raise 
up the small rulers, and bring the land into 
the same dependence on Russia in which it 
now stands to England.” OrLorr had 
reached the heights.of Irghiz, when the 


ANDER L led to the recall of his expedition. 
But ALEXANDER himself; during his brief 
alliance with NaPoLEon, joined in a Franco- 
Russian project for advancing into India 
through Persia and Afghanistan. Events 
prevented any attempt at ijs consummation, 
but after the peace of 1815, Capt. Moura- 
Vigrr was sent on a mission to Khiva, 
rand in his report he spoke of the ad- 
vantage of securing that position in 
order to ‘shake to the centre of India the 
enormous power of the rulers of the seas.”

The 
pretenses in this seer case are not yet for- 
gotten, and the real purpose is evident in 
the history of Russian encroachments all 
| through the present century. From the 
same source much light is thrown on all the 
recent movements in Central Asia. When 
Gen. Srouierorr was: sent to Kabul in 
1878, the Tashkend correspondent of the 
Russian World said the object. was to ‘ es- 
tablish direct commercial relations with 
Afghanistan and.with India.” The St. 
Petersburg News of little more than a 
year ago declared that ‘‘the idea of an ex- 
pedition to India has never left the Russian 
mind throughout the whole of the nine- 
teenth century,” andthat no commander 
who has ever been in the steppes “has 
failed to draw up a project for a march of 
the Russian Army to India.” In the light 
of this continuous record, it is impossible to 
doubt the purpose of each Russian advance, 
however insignificant in appearance, and 
however plausibly explained, and the soon- 
er England ceases to put faith in diplo- 
matic professions and extorted stipulations, 
and deals with Russia according to her 
known character and aims, the sooner may 
she hope to see an end.of her Asiatic diffi- 


culties.

A STRANGE STORY OF CRIME. 


The hanging on last Thursday of Mo- 
Manvs, one of the Mollie Maguires who mur- 
dered Coroner Husser five years ago, marks 
the end of a story of crime which is at once 
unique in factand strange beyond the inven- 
tions of fiction. It is hard now to recall to the 
mind the veritable reign of terror which pre- 
vailed in the coal regions of Pennsylvania but 
a few years ago, and in which these men were 
such prominent actors. If tne facts of the 
case were not on official record, the plainest re- 
lation of them would be declared exaggerated, 
if not quite incredible... Bad as Tammany Hall 
was at its worst, organized theft and political 
fraud on a colossal scale were the extent of its 
offenses, and fearful as were the wholesale kill- 
ings of the Red Terror and the White Terror 
in the last decade of the last century, they were 
at least. conducted publicly and in the name and 
forms of law. Only in their scale were the 
offenses of the Mollies less remarkable, while in 
other respects they were worse. The picture 
might be realized to the imagination, if it were 
supposed that the sentences af RoBESPIERRE 
were the edicts of a secret society, whose exist- 
ence was as certain as a shadow's, but which was 
equally evasive of. the grip of legal pursuit 
and punishment. Another analogy would be 
offered by the supposition that Tammany Hall, 
in its most powerful days, had added arson and 
murder to theft ‘and the falsifying of election 
returns. No complete statement can . be 
made within reasonable limits of the 
miseéllaneous crimes in which the Mollie 
Maguires were unofficially engaged, nor even 
of the ‘burnings of houses, bridges, and coal- 
breakers, and deadly assaults beyond number, 
which were undertaken by order of the ** body- 
masters” of this disciplined body of men, who 
were equally without fear and principle, who 
were bound together by mysterious oaths, and 
who thus violently revenged refusals to employ 
an associate orto advance wages, or evén of- 
fenses no more serious than real or fanciful 
personal slights. But it is certain that with- 
in the fifteen years after the murder of 
Lanepoy, in 1862, not a twelvemonth ‘passed 
without the .commission of at least one 
murder ‘by some member of the order in. his 
official capacity, and within that time not a sin- 
gle important sentence was passed on any one 
of them. How it was that they went so long 
unwhipped of justice, and the literal truth of 
the general statements which lave just been 
made as to the society’s strength and acts, will 
appear from a passage in Mr. GoweEn’s speech 
at the trial of Munuzy, after. McParLan had 
told a story of detective work which has prob- 
ably never been excelled. ‘Then, at last,” 
said Mr; GowEN, “‘we could go to PAtszy 
Coniis, the Commissioner of this county, and 
say to him, ‘Build well the walls of the new 
addition to the Prison, for you shall enter the 
walls that you are now building for oth 
Then we could say to Jack Kenoz, the High 
Constable of a great borough in this county, 
* We have no fear of you’ Then we could say 
to Nep MonaGHay, Chief of Police‘and: mur- 


Judge of this court, {he lacked but six votes, } 
‘ Weknow that of you that it were better you had 
not been born than that it should be known.’”

“coffin notices,” and punished those who disre- 
garded them on systems in which similarity 
can be traced down to minute details, Never- 
theless, itis not likely that the two societies

Nor has it ever been sufficiently cusiaaabidiel 
though it has often been asserted— 
that the Mollie Maguires and the Ancient Or- 
der of: Hibernians were identical. It is only 
certain that every Mollie belonged to the An- 
cient Order, of which, itis worthy of remark, 
only one of its 6,000 lodges has been known to 
repudiate the outrages of the Mollies, In ex- 
planation of the origin of the name of the or- 
der, it can only be said that there is a tradition 
that an Amazon named Mo.Liiz Maacurer be- 
‘longed to the Irish society, and that its mem- 
bers sometimes killed and robbed and burned 
in the disguise of women. lt should be said, 
too, that the hostility of the Roman Catholic 
Church to secret. societies does not except this 
one, for its members have been excommuni- 
cated by Archbishop Woop. Thatanother such 
society should ever come into existence, in this 
country at least, is extremely improbable, and 
with its extinction is now turned over one of 
the strangest pages of criminal history. «

INCOMPETENT FATHERS. 


The trite proverb runs: ‘‘ A fool for luck 
and a poor man for children.” While the first 
part is untrue—what is called luck rarely comes 
to fools—the latter part is very frequently 
borne out by observation, It would. nearly 
seem, indeed, to be a lawof nature that off- 
spring: is most freely given to those who are 
least capable of providing for them. But really 
there.is no law about it; it is only a seeming. 
The lack of inteltigence, foresight, industry, 
and judgment which makes men poor and keeps 
them so, is apt to render them reckless in re- 
gard to the-number of their children. More 
prudent and thrifty men are generally better 
off, but their very prudence and thrift prevent 
them from assuming responsibilities which 
they cannot discharge, and they rightly account 
children as such. 


fering from penury, to whom penury sppears 
to bea congenital condition, rarely have any clear 
idea ofresponsibility. They let thingsdrift; they 
drift themselves; they havea weakly amiable 
way of feeling that they will rab along some 
how, without thinking or caring exactly how. 

They do not understand that paternity involves 
obligation ; that they owe to their offspring 
support and education at least, and whatever 
else they can give. They seem to have the 
spirit, as well as the fortune, of paupers. They 

expect not only to be taken care of themselves, 
but to have their children taken care of. Their 
expectation may not so shape itself, but it prac- 
tically amounts to that, since they increase their 
family from time to time in face of the palpable 
fact that they huve never begun to discharge 
their duty to those already dependent on them. 

Itis natural, they may say, to have children, but 
it is unnatural tp bring them into the world 
without the means of maintenance, especially 

after the fathers have learned, or should have 
learned, their incapacity, from whatever cause, 

to furnish such means. 

Children sre not inevitable, as many people 
seem to think, nor isit always a duty to have 
them, particularly under very unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, such as pinching poverty neces- 
sarily begets. “Marriage is not license; it should 
be the reverse. It should teach prudence, and 
inculeate self-denial. Any man, young, inex- 
perienced, unacquainted with himself, may be 
excused for taking a wife, or having one or two 
children. ‘ But he should not be excused, nor 13 
he excusable, if, after finding his inability to 
get on, to provide for such a family as ire has, 

he continue to increase it, heedless of his obli- 
gation to it and to himself. Hoe may flatter 
himself with the thought that he has been un- 
lucky—incompetents always take refuge in ill- 
luck—that he will do better after a while; that 
he has not yet discovered his opportunity, and 
theflike, But, inthegreat majority of cases this is 
self-delusion, which should soon become patent. 
Any man old enough and tested enough to bea 
‘husbandandafather should have sufficient self- 
understanding to know whether he has any 
business faculty, whether he is likely to sue- 
ceed in any ordinary undertaking; whether, in 
short, he can make both ends meet. If he has 
not demonstrated it at or before 30, he may 
conclude, with ample probability of correctness, 
that he will not possess it at 400r50. But 
there are plenty of men, here and everywhere 
else, who have shown most clearly that they 
cannot cope with the world, that they are .dis- 
qualified for the struggle of life, and yet who 
are too sensual and too selfish to refrain from 
having all the children that it is possible for 
them to have. 

Tbey may pretend that they are of too fine a 
mold, too severely intellectual, too full of high 
concerns and aspirations, for sordid money-get- 
ting. This is usually mere cant and fustian; 
but. granting itto be true, it tells powerfully 

st. them, If they cannot make money 
enough to provide for their children comfort- 
ably, they have no right to have children, who 
never have been and never can be supported 
by pretense of paternal superiority, by rant and 
talk of aspiration. Fatherhood is neither a 
necessity nor a virtue, but a privilege to which 


they alone are entitled who are prepared to sus- 


tain it at least with decency and independence. 
There are thousands, many of them lofty in 
assumption, who are not fitted for, and never 
should have been, fathers ; who wrong their 
offspring and the community, who commit a 

sin by increasing popula- 
tion without contributing their quota to its sus-
